BUUURP! WHO’S CHUGGING 
TOO MANY SWEET DRINKS?

About half the U.S. population drinks a sugar- sweetened beverage on any given day, 
with teens and young men consuming way more than recommended limits for stay- 
ing healthy according to new government data. 

The survey results from the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention show 
how far consumer habits must change to help fight the nation’s obesity epidemic, 
with nearly two-thirds of Americans either overweight or obese. 

Coinciding with the data, city health departments from L.A., Boston, Philadel- 
phia, San Antonio and Seattle announced plans for a new campaign to encourage 
cutting down on sugary beverage consumption. 

“We’re concerned about sugary drinks because they are the only foods and bev- 
erages that have directly been linked to obesity. ... Reducing their consumption is 
the perfect place to start to reduce the epidemic,” said Michael Jacobson, executive 
director of the nonprofit Center for Science in the Public Interest that is spear- 
heading the campaign. 

“This is one area that people can look to if they are trying to limit their consump- 
tion of added sugars,” study author Cynthia Ogden said in an interview. 

The survey also found that non-Hispanic black children and adolescents ob- 
tained 8.5 percent of their daily calories from sugar-sweetened drinks, higher than 
the 7.7 percent among non-Hispanic white children and teens and 7.4 percent for 
Mexican- American youths. 

For adults 20 and older, the percentage of daily calories obtained from sugar 
drinks rose to 8.6 percent for non-Hispanic blacks and 8.2 for Mexican- Americans 
but declined to 5.3 percent for non-Hispanic whites. 

The study also found that lower-income children and adults consumed more 
daily calories from sugar-added drinks than those with higher incomes. 

The new campaign in U.S. cities, dubbed “Life’s Sweeter with Fewer Sugary 
Drinks,” aims to limit consumption to about three cans a week by 2020.

Let’s aet real 
about spoilers 

Would you have enjoyed “The Usual Suspects” as much if, before see- 
ing it, you already knew that Verbal Kint is Keyser Soze? Probably not. 

Did anyone go into “The King’s Speech” not certain that the king 
would overcome his stutter? If you haven’t seen it, are you now furi- 
ous with me for giving that away? 

Many people are cautious about avoiding spoilers, and this week’s 
‘Apollo 1 8,” a fake documentary about a horrifying moon mission, is 
the latest film audiences likely won’t want to have ruined. But what 
even constitutes a spoiler— Note: When a movie is i6 years old (like 
“The Usual Suspects”), there are no spoilers— and does it even matter? 

A recent study (centered on books, not movies) by researchers at 
the University of California at San Diego suggests people may actu- 
ally prefer stories when they already know the ending. 

“Plots are just excuses for great writing. What the plot is is (almost) 
irrelevant. The pleasure is in the writing,” UC-San Diego professor of 
social psychology Nicholas Christenfeld said in a statement. 

I don’t buy that. The pleasure in plenty of movies (including “The 
Town” and “Dogtooth”) comes from seeing how everything unfolds. 
Yet it’s fascinating to have evidence that spoilers might not spoil, but 
potentially enhance, the experience. 

The timing of this study is perfect (for me). A few weeks ago, I 
took heat on rottentomatoes.com for my one-line review for “Final 
Destination 5” that read “Spoiler alert: Everybody dies.” Here’s a 
sampling of the comments: 

» “Thanks a lot Matt you just ruined it for everyone. Just because you 
didn’t like it doesn’t mean you have to tell us everyone dies... stupid critic.’’ 
» “hey idiots-he was making a joke for the fans-in part one, 2 people live, 
in part two, two people live, in parts 3 and 4, NO ONE LIVES...dummies.’’ 

» “i don’t even want to see this movie, but what a douche bag of reviewer.’’ 

How could I have given away that, in a film franchise people see to 
watch bland characters gruesomely mutilated, there are no survivors? 
Because the film’s intrigue doesn’t come from the suspense of won- 
dering who will live, just from the way the death sequences gleefully 
make humans resemble splattered gunk under your shoe. 

To anyone upset about my “Final Destination 5” review: Would you 
be mad to learn that (wait, sorry: Spoiler alert!!!!) Justin Timberlake 
and Mila Kunis wind up together at the end of “Friends with Ben- 
efits,” even though virtually every romantic comedy concludes with a 
happy ending? 

Tes, some things you want to find out for yourself, even if you’re 
already 99 percent sure. But there’s a difference between a “spoiler” 
and a confirmation of the obvious. On that note: I haven’t seen 
‘Apollo 18,” but I can safely say that it won’t end with the astronauts 
jubilantly returning to Earth for celebratory cocktails and pie. The 
spoiler would be revealing what happens specifically, and I’d never do

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Rooftops a go 


All but 1 pass city health Inspections despite slew of violations

For the first time in a decade, all the roof- 
tops surrounding Wrigley Field have been 
inspected by city health officials during the 
spring and summer. 

An uptick in inspections began in June 
after the Tribune inquired about the fre- 
quency of health inspections at the i6 roof- 
tops, where food and drinks are served dur- 
ing Cubs games. The most recent round of 
inspections— II rooftops in June, July and 
August— saw all but one rooftop receive 
passing grades. 

The rooftop that received a failing grade 
—Beyond the Ivy at loio W Waveland Ave. 
—was tagged with eight violations, includ- 
ing one where food was stored at the wrong 
temperature and one in which ants were ob- 
served near a grill, according to the inspec- 
tion report. The facility remains open. 

“We’re doing everything we can to com- 
ply with every city requirement,” Patricia 


Purcell, rooftop director, said Wednesday 

Two other Beyond the Ivy rooftops, at 
1038 W Waveland and 1048 W Waveland, 
also failed their health inspections in June. 
Any rooftops that failed their health inspec- 
tions will undergo unannounced reinspec- 
tions by Oct. I, said Jose Munoz, a deputy 
city health commissioner. 

But despite receiving passing grades, 10 
rooftops inspected in late June, July and 
August averaged more than four violations, 
and almost all logged serious or critical vio- 
lations— those that pose the highest health 
risks. 

At the Lakeview Baseball Club, inspec- 
tors observed “a buildup of a black slime 
substance” in an ice machine’s interior 
reservoir, which was recorded as a critical 
violation. The ice machine was removed 
from use, and the rooftop passed “with con- 
ditions,” meaning it can operate but must 
notify the city that it is making changes or- 


dered by inspectors. 

At one of the three Wrigleyville Rooftops 
locations, at 3643 N. Sheffield Ave., inspec- 
tors observed food stored at the wrong tem- 
peratures. 

At the Ivy League Club, management vol- 
untarily discarded $100 worth of food after 
inspectors found food stored at the wrong 
temperatures. 

Attempts to reach representatives of 
those three businesses were unsuccessful. 

Health officials increased the number 
of inspections shortly before the Tribune 
reported in June that the privately owned 
establishments largely have escaped the eye 
of the city’s health department. Records 
showed that 10 of the 16 rooftops had not 
been inspected since 2008 to ensure the 
food is prepared, cooked and served safely 
Records also showed that two rooftops had 
been inspected in 2011, in March and early 
June. 


End Of 

the line 
for most 
free rides

For retiree Tom Scarlett and his wife, taking 
the bus or subway Thursday won’t be a hard- 
ship, even though the free ride will be over. 

“I don’t object to paying [for] a ride,” said 
Scarlett, 67, of the North Side. “I’m not ex- 
actly sure why {seniors} feel entitled to every- 
thing. ... Maybe people who can afford to pay 
a bit more ought to pay a little more.” 

The Scarletts are among some 336,000 se- 
nior citizens who will start using new reduced 
fare permits Thursday on the CTA, Metra 
and Pace. 

The new photo IDs replace cards that se- 
niors have used for free rides on buses and 
trains since March 2008. 

The Regional Transportation Authority 
also mailed more than 80,000 Circuit Ride 
Free cards to low-income seniors. These cards 
will enable seniors eligible under the state’s 
Circuit Breaker program to continue riding 
public transit without paying fares. 

Annual incomes to qualify range from $27,610 
to $45,657, depending on household size. 

The free rides for seniors program was the 
brainchild of former Gov Rod Blagojevich, 
who attached them to a measure increasing 
the mass transit sales tax. 

Legislation passed by the General Assembly 
and signed by Gov Quinn in February ended 
the free rides for all but low-income seniors. 

RTA spokeswoman Diane Palmer said 
Wednesday that the agency has been 
swamped with requests for assistance with 
the new cards. It has had to triple its number 
of customer service representatives, she said. 

The agency has been averaging 2,000 calls 
a day for the past several weeks. Palmer said. 

The RTA also extended its hours until 
6 p.m. daily at the customer service center at 
165 N. Jefferson St. 

One problem for many seniors has been a 
lack of clear information on how to load value 
on the new permits. 

Fare value can be added at CTA vending 
machines or at a variety of grocery stores or 
currency exchanges, the RTA said. 

The CTA and RTA will have personnel at 
selected stations Thursday and on following 
days to assist seniors with their new permits.

3 seriously injured in

Three people, including a i-year-old girl, 
were seriously injured Wednesday morning 
in a roUover crash on Lake Shore Drive that 
closed the southbound lanes, officials said. 

The accident happened shortly before 
10 a.m. when a Ford Explorer was hit by a 
minivan near Balbo Drive on Lake Shore 
Drive and flipped over, according to the Chi- 
cago Fire Department, citing preliminary in- 
formation. 

The minivan was northbound on Lake 
Shore Drive when the driver attempted to 


make a left turn and struck the southbound 
Explorer. 

A 25-year-old man and a 21-year-old woman, 
both occupants of the Explorer, were taken in 
serious-to-critical condition to Northwestern 
Memorial Hospital, officials said. The i-year- 
old girl was taken to Children’s Memorial 
Hospital, where she was listed in good condi- 
tion, Police News Affairs Officer John Mira- 
belli said. The driver of the minivan refused 
treatment, he said. 

As of I p.m., all three victims were stable, 
officials said.

Uptown recorded two homicides in the past week, 

according to preliminary police data. 

A 23-year-old man was shot to death Sunday in 
the 1100 block of West Sunnyside Avenue, police 
said. Three days earlier, a 34-year-old man was 
found beaten to death in the 4500 block of North 
Clarendon Avenue, according to officials. 

Uptown has seen three homicides so far 
this year. The community area logged four ho- 
micides in 2010, according to RedEye data. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were re- 
corded in the last week in Greater Grand Crossing, 
the Near West Side and West Englewood, RedEye 
determined. 

Meanwhile, a woman was found strangled to 
death Sunday in the 5400 block of South Calumet 
Avenue in Washington Park, officials said. Also, a 
47-year-old man was beaten to death last week in 
the 1400 block of South Kenneth Avenue in North 
Lawndale, police said. 

Thirty-four homicides have been recorded so far 
this month. Police recorded 60 homicides in August

At various times last season, Viktor Stalberg 
found himself on the Blackhawks’ top lines, 
where he played a finesse game, to the fourth 
line, where he banged and battled for pucks 
along the boards.

“There are some spots in the top six, and 
there are some spots in the bottom six,” said 
Stalberg, who along with teammates Marcus 
Kruger and Niklas Hjalmarsson helped paint 
the Indian head logo on the United Center ice 
Wednesday “I’m going to do everything I can 
to take one of those {top spots}.

“There was a stretch there when I felt I was 
playing pretty good hockey but nothing— 
nothing really— bounced in,” he said. “I don’t 
think I ever felt that way before. If I can get 
that stretch out of my game this year I think 
I’ll be able to put up some more numbers.” 

Already a strong defender, Hjalmarsson is 
hoping to add more offense to his game. 

“Maybe I’ll try to make more stick-to-stick 
passes and not try to play it off the boards too 
much,” said Hjalmarsson, who had three goals 
and seven assists last season.

What’s the best singles bar in Chicago?
